hos bomb threats in the spring of 1998 
were not something that the students wanted 
to have to experience once, not to mention 
twice. The uncertainty and fear of not knowing 
what to expect was unsettling. 

The first signal of a bomb threat came on 
April seventh. The faculty and students evacu- 
ated quickly and dispersed to the baseball and 
practice football fields. An ambulance and the 
fire department arrived on the scene, followed 
by the Kennedale Police. Anxiety built as eve- 
ryone observed the administrators and au- 
thorities clear the scene to ensure everyones 
safety. Later that afternoon, the students and 
faculty returned to the building and attempted 
to complete the remainder of the school day. 

The next morning everyone was inconven- 
ienced by a second bomb threat. This repeated 
occurrence stunned the school and made many 
question why a person would make such a 
threat. 

A bomb threat is a serious crime with seri- 
ous consequences. Many will never forget April 
19,1995 when a bomb caused the death of 168 
people in Oklahoma City. This obviously was 
not a laughing matter and students should not 
have to feel unsafe at school as a result of a
